ever he be) than by the Biſhop of Kewe which hall rhen be. 

Moreover, his ineſs doth moſt ſtriftly forbid all faithful Chriſtians, 
of what condition, dignity or ſtate ſoever they be; even pomns deſcrving 
a moſt ſpecial and peculiar deferenee ; In vertue of holy obedience, and un- 
der the Threat of God's dreadiul Judgment, to pur in practice all or any par- 


ticular of the aforeſaid opinions. 0x» 
Laſtly,to the end to prevent eavious contentions amongſt DoRors,School- 


men, and all others whatſoever ; and to preſerve. peace and charity : the 
ſame holy Father commands them in vertue of holy obedience ; that as well 
in their printed Books and Manuſcripts, as in echeir Theſes, Diſputes, and 
Preachings, they forbear to cenſure or ſti ize thoſe Propoſitions, which 
are as yet controverted amongſt Catholicks ; until his Holineſs have re ex- 
amined, and given his judgment of them. T |

And this is the Judgment, becauſe the Light is come into the World, and 
Men have loved the darknels rather'than the light : Jobs 3. v. 19. 

Whereas they knew God, they have not gloriticd him as God, or given 
thanks ; but are become vain in their cogitations; and their fooliſh heart 
hath been darkned; for ſaying themſelves to be wiſe, they became fools.... 
Who whereas they knew the Juſtice of God, did not underſtand that they 
which do ſuch things, are worthy of death ; And not only they which do 
them, but they alſothat conſent tothe doers : Roms. 1. v.21,22, & 32. 

I deſire you Brethren to mark them which make difſenlions and ſcandals 
contrary to the doctrine which you have learned ; and avoid them : for {uch 


do not ſerve Chriſt our Lord, but their own belly : and by ſweet ſpeeches 
and bleſſings ſeduce the hearts of Innocents -—- bur I would have you to 


be wiſe in good, and ſimple in evil : Rom. 16. 18, 19. 

If any Man ſeem to be contentious, we have no ſuch cuſtome, nor the 
Church of God: 1 Coy. 11. 16, 

But we renounce the ſecret things of diſhoneſty,not walking in craftineſs, 
nor in adulterating the Word of God ; bur in manifeſtation of the truth, 
commending our ſelves to _ conſcience of Men before God: and-if our 
Goſpel be allo hid, it is hid in them that periſh : 2 Cor. 4. 2, 3. 

For we cannot any thing againſt the truth, but for the truth: 2 Cor. 13. 8. 

I marvel that you are thus {o ſoon removed from him that call'd you into 
the grace of Chriſt, unto another Goſpel ; which is not another, unleſs 
there be ſome that trouble you, and would pervert the Goſpel of Chriſt : 
Gal. 1. 6, 7. 

For all ſeek their own, not the things which are Jeſus Chriſts: Phi/.2.21. 

But this I ſay, that no Man deceive you with lottine(s of words... . be- 
ware leſt any Man deceive you by Philoſophy and vain fallacy; according 
to the tradition of Men ; according to the Elements of the World, and not 
according to Chriſt : Coloſ. 2. v. 4. 8. 

Prove all things, hold faſt that which is good ; abſtain from all appea- 
rance of evil: 1Thefſ. 5. 21, 22 

For the myſtery of iniquity doth already work : only that he which now 
holdeth, do hold, until he be taken our of the way.... therefore Brethren 
ſtand faſt, and hold the traditions which you have learned, whether by 
word or our Epiſtle: 2 Theſſ.

The end of the Commandment is Charity, from a pure heart, and a good

In the laſt days perilous times ſhall come, for Men ſhall be lovers of them- 
ſelves, covetous, boaſters, proud, blaſphemers, diſobedient to Parents, un- 
kind, wicked ; without natural affection, peace-breakers, falſe-acculers, 
incontinent, unmerciful, deſpiſers of thoſe that are good : Traitors, heady, 
high-minded, lovers of pleaſures more than of God : having an appearance 
indeed of piety, but denying the vertue thereof,and theſe avoid: for of this 
ſort are they, which craftily eater into Houſes, and lead Captive filly Wo- 
men laden with ſins, led away with divers luſts: always learning, and ne- 
ver attaining to the knowledge of the truth. But as Jannes and Mambres 
reliſted Moſes, fo theſe allo reiift the truth ; Men of corrupt minds, repro- 
bate concerning the faith: but they ſhall proſper no turther, for their folly 
ſhall be manifelt co all Men: 2 Tim. 3. 1, 2, 3, 4, 6 

Preach the Word, urge in ſeaſon, out of ſeaſon, reprove, beleech, rebuke 
with all patience and doctrine : for the time ſhall come, when they will nor 
endure ſound doctrine; but after their own luſts they will heaptothemlſelves 
Teachers, having itching ears: and they will turn away their cars from 


the truth, and will be converted unto fables: 2 Tim. 4. 2, 3,4. | 
W hole mouths muſt be ſtopped ; who ſubvert whole Houſes ; teaching 


things which they ought nor. for filthy lucres ſake, Paul to Tir, 1, 11, 
Without faith it is impoſſible to pleaſe God ; for he that cometh ro God 
muſt believe that he is, and is a Rewarder to them that ſeek him : Heb.

My Brethren be ye not many Maſters, knowing that you ſhall receive the

by reaſon of whom, the way of truth ſhall be evil ſpoken of : and through 
covetouſnels ſhall they with feigned words make merchandile of you ; upon 
whom a Judgment is long ſince coming on : and their damnation ſlumbrerh 
not: 2 Petr. c.2.v.1,2, 3. 

Every one tht revolteth, and perſiſteth not in the dodrine of Chriſt, 
hath not God : he that perſiſteth in the doqrine of Chriſt, the ſame hath 
both the Father and the Son: 1f any come to you, and bring not this do- 
Erine, receive him not into your houſe, nor ſay to him God fave you: 
John 2. v. 9, 10. : 

Theſe are in their Bankets, ſpots, feaſting together without tear, feeding 
themſelves; Clouds without water, which are carried aboubof winds ;

and the obedience of faith, nor co be inconſtant in opinions, nor too various 
in judgment : that which is truly and really good or evil, muſt always be 
ſuch : and every thing is ſuch, by conformiry or noncontormity ro the erer- 
nal truth. The Pagers that have no fulnels of truth amoagh them, nor 
God for their Teacher; determine good and evil according to their own 
luſt and fancy ; elteeming that good in one place, which paſſed for evil in 
another ; and judging that evil here, which they thought good otherwhere:

In as much as Man-ſ[laughter is forbid us, it is not lawful to deſtroy that 
which is conceived in a Woman's womb; even whilſt the blood begins to 
be changed into the body of a Man ; it is the haſtning of a murder to hin- 
der the truit to be born: nor is there any difference, whether we force the 
Soul from the Body after it 1s born, or hinder its feaſonable birth ; it's as 
much a Man at preſent, as it will be afterwards: Tertud.

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We ſeek no Conqueſt over our Adverlaries ; but only that truth may 0- 
vercome falſhood : St. Hierom, lib, 1. adver ſus Pelagiancs, , 

Never preſume to do or ſay any thing of thine own head, but only what 
is built upon the worgs given by our only Paſtour ; and which have been 

onounced by the common conlent of the wiſe gather'd in Council : fol- 

ow the Footſteps of your Elders, diſſent not from their Authority 3 if thou 
doſt not, whilſt thou ſeekeſt to be ſatisfied of many doubts, thou wilt find 
thy ſelf engaged to the reading of infinite Books, which will draw thee in- 
to errour ; and thy labour to be loſt in reading many things. .. . In this ſence 
herefore I ſuppoſe it is here commanded, that there be not many Books 
made: for if whatſoever can be (aid, be referred to him, who in the begin- 
ing was with God, which Word was God ; it will be but all one Book: 
and infinite Volumes are reputed to be but the ſame Law, and the ſame Go- 
ſpel. But if thou wilt diſpute divers and different things, and ſuffer thy 
mind to be toſſed with too much curioſity, then will it be true to ſay, that 
one Book contains a multitude of books : upon which the Scripture ſaith, 
thou ſhalt not eſcape fin in talking much : and of this fort of books there is 
no end : for every good thing, and truth hath its ſer bounds: but evil and 
falſhood multiplies without end ; and the more theſe are purſued, the more 
errours they produce: St. Hierom upon Eccleſiaſt. cap. 12. werſ, 11, 12. 

If wanting a Garment, you hunt from Merchant to Merchant until you 
find one of the beſt ſtuff, and the cheapeſt which you buy ; how much ra- 
ther ought you to conſult all Doctors,to learn where the pure truth of Chriſt 
is to be found, and where the counterfeit, and diligently to embrace that 
which is trueſt ?

They are not our own Ordinances which we command to be obſerved,but 
we deſire that thoſe which have been eſtabliſhed by tradition of the Apoſtles 
and Fathers; and which are negleted by ſome careleſs perſons ; be again 
obſerved by all Men : for St. Paul to the Theſſalonians adviſeth thus, Stand 
firm in the Traditions you have learn'd by our Word or Epiſtle: Innocent

We cannot be filent, when we are prompted by the Inſtin& of our duty, 
to reclaim ſome perſons from their unlawful practices: we are conſtituted 
Watchmen, that by a moſt vigilant diligence, we cut off things that are to 
be ſuppreſſed, and eſtabliſh ſuch as are to be oblerved : Celeſtinws 1. in Epiſt. 
ad Epiſcopos over Vienna and Narboy. 

Let ſuch Men be corrected, nor ought they to be permitted to teach what 
they pleaſe: Celeſtinus epiſt. ad Galliarum Epiſcepos. 

It ought not to be ſuffered that any Prieſt be ignorant of the Canons, nor 
do any thing contrary tothe Rules of the Fathers: the ſame Pope in his Let- 
ter to the Biſhops of Apulia and Calabre. 

As you, O God, do approve of many ations which Men would blame; 
ſo are many things approved of by Men, condemn'd by your Judgment :

It is neither in the Confuſion of Paganiſm, nor in the Corruptions of He-

ing themſelves by certain Treatiſes of, Penance writ by modern Caluiſts, 
contrary. to the holy Canons; by which method they are fo far from healing 
the wounds of fin, that they rather increaſe them by a fatal lenity ; thus 
bringing that woe upon their heads, which the Prophet forewarnsthem of, 
ſaying ; Woe be to thoſe, who ſow Cuſhions under Mens elbows, and put

know-that I am the Lord God ; becauſe they have ſeduced my People,ſaying 
Peace, and there was no peace . .-. and will ye pollute me among my Peo- 
ple for handfuls of Barley, and for pieces of Bread to (lay the Souls that 
ſhould notdye, and to favethe Souls alive that ſhould not live, by your ly- 
ing to my People that believe your lies? Ezechiel 13.8, &c. Beſides, igro- 
rant Prieſts oyght with all diligent care to be jnſtructeds by their refpeive 
Biſhops ; both in the manner how they may diſcreetly examine their Peni-

O Brethren, you are extreamly guilty ; becauſe whilſt you negleR to re- 
{iſt their wicked Proceedings with a Prieſtly vigour ; you infallibly encou- 
rage them by your tacit conſent : Pope Gregory the 7. 416.2. epilt. 5. 4d plares 
Hr chiepiſcopos + Epiſcopos. 

We had better ſuffer a juſt death by the hands of a Tyrant, than conſent 
to the Ruine of Chriſtian Religion, either by our ſilence, fear, or hope of 
any humane advantage; becauſe we have learned from the holy Fathers, 
that he that corre&s not Men that do evil, when bound to ig by his calling, 
favours them with his conſent ; and he that roots not out evil practices,com- 
mits them: Pope Greg.7. {ib.3. epiſt.1. ad Epiſcopos, Abates, Duces, & Principes 
Romani Imperii. 

Not to oppole our ſelves to thoſe that ſin, when we can, is to conſent to 
the evil they do: Pope {{rbas 2. if ad Remenſem Archiepiſcopum & Com- 
provinciales, tom, 5, ſpicilegii erudit.

If by our ſilence we ſhould ſuffer the Church of God to be defiled with 
the gall of bitterneſs, or any vicious off-ſpring ; how could we excuſe our 
ſelves to the inviſible Judge ? ſeeing our Lord addrefſeth himſelf unto 
Prieſts, in the Perſon of his Prophet, ſaying, I have —_ thee a 
Watchman over the Houſe of Iſrae/, He keeps not the City faithfully, who 
being to keep Centry, delivers it as a prey to the approaching Enemy, for 
want of reſiſtance : Pope Paſchal 2, lib. 2. epiſt. 74. inter epiſt. S. Anſelmi. 

That the inward eye of the Soul be ſincere; 1 conceive two things to be 
neceſſary, to wit, Charity for the end ; and truth ih the choice of the means: 
for to love what is good, without ſeeking out the truth, is indeed to be zea- 
lous, but not according to the true knowledge of God ; and to judge accor- 
ding to truth,I know not how true ſimplicity canbe coaliltiog roger r with 
errour: in fine, when truth it ſelf went about ro teach his ples, what 
true ſimplicity was ; he gave them this Rule ; Be ys as wiſe as Ser- 
pents, and as ſimple as Doves: he therefore puts wj and in 
the firſt place, without which he knew none could be truly ſimple: how

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is written, he that is ignorant ſhall not be owned. Ir is evident therefore; 

that that praiſe-worthy ſimplicity commended by our Lord, cannot ſubſiſt 

without theſe two attendants, to wit, good will and prudence ; that the 

eyeof the heart be ſo pious, that it will not deceive, and at the ſame time ſo

Are we more learned or more Religious, than the Fathers of the Church ? 
It is a dangerous preſumprion, to pretend to know what they have not 
taught : neither could theſe things have eſcaped their diligence, if they 
had been neceſſary : St. Bernard 174.

How many will you ſhow me, even of thoſe who are given to be the light 
of the World, that do not remain in darkneſs; Alarming the World more 
with Clouds of ſmoke, than Flames of brightne(s? St. Bernard prefar. vite 
S. Malachie, Ppiſcop Hibernie. 

We ought to take care above all things, that we diligently recommend 
what hath commanded, to be ſtritly obſerved by the People, and not 
our own traditions : and that we oblige them to the practice of nothing, but 
what is built upon the Authority of Holy Scriptures: and that we never 
preſume to teach, command, or preſcribe unto them, any invention of our 
own ; nor any thing that is not comprehended in the precepts of Jeſus Chriſt, 
and the holy Fathers: Concil. Lemovicenſe —_—_ anno 1134. 

In all doubts we _ to chooſe the ſafer way : Pope Clement 3. cap. ad 
audientiam, de homicidto voluntario, in the Decretals of Greg. the grh. /t6, 5. 
Fit. 12, cap, 12, 

In the reign of Philip the Second, King of France now living, there was in 
Paris a very wealthy Uſurer,call'd Theoba/d; this Man ——_— eſtate, 


and vaſt Summes of Money, which he had got by Ulſury ; being touched 
with God's groce, addrefſeth himſelf ro eMaerice Biſhop of the ſaid Ciry 


of Pars for his advice ; and leaves himſelf wholly to. his diretion. This 
Biſhop being totally raken up with the zeal he had for carrying on the 
building of our Ladies Church (which was then in hand) counlell'd him 
togive Ris Money towards the furtherance of that work: but he ſuſpeRing 
the juſtice of this counſel, immediately goes to Mr. Peter Cantor, and ac- 

aints him with the Biſhops advice ; Mr. Cantor replies, that the Biſhop 
had not counſcll'd him well at that time ; but go thy ways, ſaith he, and 
make it to be proclaimed — the Ciry-that thou art ready to make re- 
ſitution to all thoſe of whom thou haſt taken any thing above the princi- 
pal; which he did accordingly: after which he returns to Mr. Cantor, and 
tells him, I have reſtored to all thoſe that came, as much as in my Conſcience 
I thought I had taken of them; yet I have a great deal of Money remaining 
Rill : to which Mr. Cantor replyed; then you may now ſafely give Alms: 
Ceſar Ciftercienſis, lib. 2. memorabilium Hittortar. cap. 34. 

A Man becomes guilty of {in two ways, one way by aQig againſt the 
Law of God, as in committing fornication, v. g. the other way is by a&- 
ing againſt his Conſcience, though it be not againſt the Law of God : now 
that which is done againſt the Law of God, is always evil; nor can be ex- 
cuſed by being ding to Conſcience. When it happens then, that there 
are two contraty opinions concerning the ſame thing, the one muſt neceſſa- 
rily be true; and the other falſe. Either then the opinion of Docors(which 
hold that it is forbidden to have many Prebendries) is true; and inthis caſe, 
he that as againſt that true opinion, (and conſequently againſt the Law of 
God) is not excuſed from fin, though he a& not againſt his Conſcience ; 
yet becauſe he as againſt the Law of God: or the opinion of Doctors is 

falle, 
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falſe, and the contrary which he follows is true, to wit, that it is lawful by 
God's Law, to have many Prebendries; In which caſe, he that ſhould fol- 
low his own Conſcieace would not fin, &c. St. Thomas, © nodlibet 8. art. 13. 

As in doubtful things it happens for the moſt part, that many Reaſons 
are alledged on both ſides; the only way to prevent ſtrife and errour, is to 
follow the authority of Antiquity ; and what the holy Fathers have long 
ſince defined : for ſo we are taught by Scripture, ſaying, inquire of thy An- 
ccſtors, cc. Concil.Conftantienſe in prefat. 

If any would perſwade thee to follow looſe doctrines, believe him not, 
though he confirm them with Miracles: B. Johan 4 Cruce primus Carmelita- 
rum Coadjutor, ſentent, 72. , 

That which afflits me above my power to expreſs, (moſt Eminent Fa- 
thers) in this my extream old age, even upon the point of being call'd to 
the Divine Tribunal, to give an account of my adminiſtration ; is not only 
to ſee the World tull of wickedneſs ; bur alſo to obſerve, that through the 
decay of Chriſtian Charity, it daily increaſerh in Corruption. The true 
and chief cauſe of which incroaching impiety,l find both by my own experi- 
ence, and alſo by the Relation and Judgment of Men (whoſe folidity of 
Learning,integrity of Life,and Zeal for the ſalvation of Souls, I am through- 
ly acquainted with) to be the too indulgent, and fatal compliance of many 
Priefts; by which they yield up the reins of diſcipline to finners, and gra- 
tific them with their full ſcope of liberty, ſuitable to their own inclinati- 
ons; bottoming their Soul-murdering lenity upon no other grounds, than 
a few new invented opinions of certain extravagant Caſuiſts; who never 
apply themſelves to the Rule and practice of Evangelical truths; nor to 
thole godly Directions we have received from the holy Fathers: But whoſe 
whole ſtudy it is, to find new quirks, to fortife thoſe excuſes, which fin- 
ners alledge in defence of their fins : and to cover the ſhame and heinouſnels 
of their crimes, with the cloak of probabiliry. lr is againſt theſe Men the 
Prophet Ezekie! thunders out this curſe, Woe be to you that ſow Cuſbions 
under every Elbow, and put Pillows under the heads of all forts of men to 
deſtroy ſouls. And becauſe Men eaſily approve of thoſe looſe Maximes, 
which ſo well ſuit their corrupt inclinations ; the Authors of them ſeeing 
themſelves, and their caſes, favoured _—_ where with hearty welcome 
upon this account ; they begin to conceit, that they have done the Church 
great ſervice, by theſe new deviſed methods of tempering the rigour of 
Chriſt's Law: and thence are become impudent enough to boaſt in expreſs 
terms, that they daily enlarge Heavens road, with the Wheels of their 
probabilities: as though they would preſume to remove the unalterable 
bounds of the narrow way to Heaven, fix'd by Chrift himſelf; and make 
it more caſie and ſpacious for a whole Society to walk in, in reward of their 
own inventions. Having received divers complaints, of moſt ſolidly lear- 
ned and moſt Chriſtianly pious Divines, againſt this lying Divinity of 
theirs; and for as much as our RS Hereticks do continually up- 
braid our Catholick Church; with telling her, that fome of her Doctors 
reach more extravagant Morals, than ever were heard of amongſt Pagans : 
| have therefore cauſed a ColleRion of the looſeſt and moſt dangerous Max- 
ims to be made; partly out of their printed Authors, and partly learn'd by 
the fairhful relation of choſe, who obſerved their praftice: Epi. D.D. F«- 
cobi Boonew Archiep. Mechlinienſis, ad Eminent. Cardinales Inquiſitionis Rom. 
Prefetos dats Braxellu, 17. Julit, ann. 1654. 

Theſe new Opinions do fo lamentably co the moſt holy Rules of 
Chriſtianity, and che D;(cipline of rhe Goſpel, that the knowlegge of them 
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is more dangerous, than the blindeſt ignorance : Aſſembly of the French 

Biſhops in their Epiſtle prefix'd rothe Decrees of St. Charles, Boy. 

' Ir is not without extream grief and hearty ſorrow, that his Holineſs hath 
heard, that very many looſe opinions entirely deſtructive to Chriſtian Dilci- 
pline and Morality ; (and —_— to the ſalvation of ſouls) ſome of 
which are latcly recall'd from Hell, whither they were formerly baniſhed ; 
others of them newly invented ; are ſpread abroad and embraced every 
where: as alſo obſerved that daily increaſe of unbridled liberty and wan- 
tonnels, introduced by lawleſs and wn wn ; by which they have 
eſtabliſhed a method of direting Mens lives and conſciences, quite contrary 
to the ſimplicity of the Goſpel, and Dodtrine of the Fathers : which if the 
faithſul ſhould be ſeduced ro embrace, as a right Rule to ſteer their pra- 
ice by ; there would undoubtedly follow, a moſt prodigious corruption 
in the lives of Chriſtians. Wherefore to the end, that none may profane- 
ly pretend to widen, or to ſay more truly, go about to obſtruR (to the ruine 
of ſouls) that narrow way to ſalvation, which the eternal ſoveraign truth 
God himſelf hath defined to be ſuch ; The ſame moſt holy Father deſiring 
in his Paſtoral care to preſerve the Flock committed to his charge, from 
thoſe large and calie ways, which lead to perdition ; and to reduce them to 
that narrow Path which leads to life ; hath commited the ſaid opinions 
to the diligent examination of the moſt Eminent and Reverend Cardinals, 
and many other famous Divines,&c. Decretum S, D. N. Pope Alexander the 
Seventh, Sepremb. 24, anno 1665, 

It is evident, that he wants the true love of God, who labours with 
ſubtil quirks of humane reaſon, to free himſelf from the obligation he hath 
to obſerve the Law of God; and hunts after looſe opinions, and ſuch flatter- 
ing Guides ; who that they may legitimate that fatal liberty, do by their 
Sophiſtical evalions, and moſt dangerous interpretations, entirely make void 
the Commandments of God and his Church: in tuch manner, that they 
remain inſignificant, ſcarce obliging any Man to perform them. Whence 
ir comes to paſs, that Men do nor live as they ought, bur only as they have 
a mind: becaule by the curſed variety of carnally officious opinions, every 
thing is made lawful, that their Penitents have a mind unto. Nevertheleſs, 
when we ſhall appear before the Dreadful Tribunal of the Son of God ; we 
ſhall not be judg'd, by the humorous ordinances of Men, but according to 
the Law of God, and his Eternal Truth. It's this foveraign Rule alone, 
and no Opinions, that ſhall have place there. I know that every probabi- 
lity is not to be rejeRed ; but I fear, that that which many think now pro- 
bable, will be found altogether falſe at the Day of Judgment ; and that 
the roo great liberty of broaching Opinions which ſome take, will cauſe 
the damnation of many. But there is none truly underſtands theſe things, 
but he that loves God with a fervent love, ſuch as makes him always ready 
to obey God : The moſt Learned and Pious Cardinal Bona, (ib. de prixcipiis & 
documents vite Chriftiane, part. 2. parag. 46. 

As for my part, I do not believe, that any mn Jy be pious which is 
tot true: therefore we ought firſt ro inform our ſelves of the truth of the 


thing, before we can receive it as pious: ſeeing that with Chriſtians, piety 
ought to be built upon truth : neither can the preſent Church be underſtood 
to be contrary to the Ancient Church, in things that belong to Faith and 
true Picty ; except by him that would reſolve to deſtroy them both ; eſpe- 
cially ſeeing the preſent Church is not guided by new Revelations: Fohn 
La«noixs Doctor of Sorbon, Judicis de controverſia ſuper exſcribends Parifienſ. 
Eccleſia Martyrologio exorta, p. 116, & 117,

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O good God! what an Age do we live in? to what a ſtrange condition 
is Chriſtian Religion reduced? Our Adverſaries ſuſpe& and entertain jea- 
louſies againſt thoſe, who alledge nothing bur the authority of the holy Fa- 
thers ;/ and yet they neither ſuſpeR nor are jealous of thoſe, who pretend no 
authority bur that of late Caſuiſts! ſo that novelty is of more weight with 
them than Antiquity : does it not plainly follow then, that they prefer the 
extravagant inventions of their upſtart Probabiliſts, before the authentick 
maxims of the holy Fathers? a truth Caramue! (their Dilciple) hath the 
face to own, ſaying, in Rules of Living and Morality the opinions of Mo- 
dern men are to be preferred before thole of Ancient Writers: and the ſame 
ſhameleſs humor imboldens him to conclude thus, therefore I imploy nor, 
nor (to ſay moretruly) loſe not much time in reading Antiquity.

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There is a ſort of Men ſo raſh and bold, to Admit too ealily to the holy 
Communion, certain imprudent and ill-adviſed Perſons, contrary to the 
Rules of the Goſpel, contrary to the Law of God and Jeſus Chriſt ; a fatal 
and deceitful peace, dangerous to thole that give it, and fruitleſs to thoſe 
who receive it ! they labour not to inure Men to that patience which is ne- 
ceſſary for them, until they be heal'd ; nor toſeck the true remedy of their 
ſins, in the ſatisfaction of a whollome Penance; they only cover their dead- 
ly wounds, that they may not be ſenſible of more than a ſuperficial ſorrow 
for thoſe evils, which pierce the very marrow of their bones: This is a new

A guide in Conſcience ought to be full of Charity, Knowledge, and Pru- 
dence; if any of theſe three be wanting, there is danger : S. Francis Sales 
Introdatt. 1. part. c.6, 

A true Paſtour is bound to be reſolute,and to fear leſs to be torn in pieces 
with flanders, than to become corrupt Salt by flattery or diffimulation : the 
Devil flatters to deſtroy, but God chaſtiſeth to ſave Souls : it is the proper 
mark of all falſe Prophets, to be blels'd and cryed up by the World : S.Chry- 
ſoft. hom, 13. 15. upon S. Matthew. 

They will be glad of the delay we have uſed, to procure their perfe& 
health, unleſs mercenary Prieſts wofully animate, and arm them againſt 
themſelves; and inſpire them falſe maxims, to urge to be admitted to the 
holy Communion ; which is to give them the poylon of a too haſty Com- 
munion, inſtead of the life-giving remedies of a wholſome delay : The 
Clergy of Rome to S. Cyprian, epiſt.

The vigorous conſtancy of the Prophet (Samet) ſhoweth us, what judg- 
ment we ought to make, of the exceſſive indulgency of ſome Prieſts of this 
Ape; who are weak in vertue; and ſtrong and confident in undertaking 
things which are raſh and dangerous: they are nor ſtrong enough to guide 
themſelves uprightly, yet dare they preſume to take upon them other Mens 
burdens ; they are oppreſſed with light charges of their own, yer dare they 
ingage themſelves to be cruſh'd with other Mens fins: S. Greg.

Having found that in many Churches of Spain Men do Penance in an un- 
worthy profane manner, and not according to the Canons of the Church ; 
preſuming to demand abſolurion of the Prieſts, as often as they are pleaſed 
ro fin: To bridle therefore and ſuppreſs ſo execrable a preſumprion, the holy 
Council commands, that Penances be injoyned according to the form of the 
ancient Canons: Concil. Toles, 3. ſub Pelagio2. c. 11, 

It is evident that publick Penance (which is neceſſary for the expiation of 
publick fins) hath been waved, and is now almoſt aboliſh'd in the Church; 
meerly through the exculeleſs —_—— and ignorance of Prieſts : a pra- 
cice nevertheleſs abſolutely neceſſary, eſpecially in this deplorable Age, in 
which all ſorts of moſt heinous Vices reign in the World ; and have by cu- 
{tome fo hardned Mens minds againſt all ſenſe of ſhame, that the moſt no- 
torious fins are (carce allowed to be faults: Cardinal Gropper in lnft. cat. pag. 
231, Therefore we exhort all godly and learned Prieſts, that they dire& 
nothing in theſe weighty matters by their own heads, but that they follow 
in all chings the authority of holy Scriptures,the Rules of the ſacred Canons; 
and Traditions of the Fathers: 544d. p. 244, 245. 

I beſeech and conjure all Priefts and Miniſters of Chriſt, that they be nor 
to0 remils and indulgent in _ Penances ; for from thence it comes to 
paſs, nor only that all Eccleſiaſtical-Diſcipline is deftroy'd ; bur at{o it opens 
a Gate to Men, to return without -remorle to their former fins ; for wanr of 
ſhame and horrour of their heinoulneſs: and this I perſwade my (elf js the 
only and principal cauſe of the preſent lamentable fate, and almoſt entire 
ruine of Religion: and that Men do fo ſhameleſly and infolently give them- 
ſelves up to all ſorts of Vices, without the leaſt roken of Chriſtian Modefty. 

How can they be healed by the benefit of Abſolution, if the Phylician 
himſelf by too indulgently interrupting their repenrance, make himſelf in- 
ſtrumental to their ruine ; if he only officiouſly cover their wounds, with- 
out allowing ſufficient time for the operation of thoſe neceſſary remedies, 
which ſhould heal them up? in ſerious truth, this is not to cure but kill 
ſouls: The Clergy of Kome in their 31. Epiſtle to S. Cyprian,

E that colle&ed the forementioned Paſſages, was perſwaded he might 
gratifie the Chriſtian World, in preſenting it with this diminutive 
Compendium, of thoſe Authentick Rules and Maxims, which are directly 
y_ to that wanton, licentious, and careleſs conduct of our new Caſu- 
iſts: and which will at the ſame time ſerve to juſtifie the Decree, by which 
our holy Father Pope la»ocent the Eleventh hath (o lately condema'd Sixty- 
hve of their moſt dangerous Propolitions. | 

He hath not applyed himſelf to inform the World, what malignity every 
ſingle propoſition contains in it ſelf; nor in what manner it tends to the de- 
{truction of the moſt important precepts of the Goſpel, and the moſt nece(- 
ſary Rules of humane ſociety ; nevertheleſs it will be caſily perceived, by 
the clear conſequences of all thoſe paſſages of Antiquity taken together ; 
how much thoſe ſcandalous Pedagogues (who teach (o corrupted and pre- 
polterous Morals ) do ſtray from the truth they ought to follow. But that 
which amazeth the World with aſtoniſhment, is to obſerve that incorri- 
= obſtinacy of theirs, by which they labour to vindicate their doctrines 
rom that publick Contempt, which they have juſtly been reduced unto, 
by ſo many Cenſures and Condemnations which have delervedly palled 
upon them. 

Every one knows with what marks of averſion the famous Faculty of 
Sorbon did reprove them in the Year 1641. by that ſharp and vigorous 
Cenlure which-they then paſled againſt the Books of Father Bauxy, as allo 
with how much indignation and diſlike the French Biſhops did blaſt them, 
the next year after. Nor is the World ignorant of what hath paſſed ſince 
in the year 1653- the ſacred faculty of Divinity in Lovere having that ſame 
year been conſulted by Jemes Boonen Arch-biſhop of Malin, Concerning 
XVII. Propoſitions which he offered to their examination : to whom they 
returned an({wer, by declaring that theſe Propoſitions were not to be (ut- 
fered to be pur in practice ; and that it was the duty of Superiours to uſe 
their Authority to forbid the teaching gf them: upon which this wiſe Pre- 
late condemn'd them: and did about a Year after, write to the Lords the 
Cardinals of the Inquiſition of Rowe a moſt excellent Letter becoming his 
Zeal and Epiſcopal vigilancy, in which he gives them an account of his 
proceeding in this bulineſs ; and deſired them to aflift him with more effe- 
Ctual remedies and means to oppole thoſe Abuſes ; which (faith he) are 
{o notorious, that they ought not to be neglected : It is in this Letter he 
openly declares the extreme grief he is ſenſible of, that in his old Age he 
doth not only ſee the World replenith'd with malice; bur alſo growing 
every day more and more corrupt, by the Indulgent Compliance of a mul- 
titude of Confeſſors, who too eaſily yield the reins of Diſcipline to cheriſh 
the appetites of ſinners, upon the meer authority of a few late Caſviſts ; 
who inſtead of regulating all their practices by the infallible Maxims of the 
Goſpel, have invented ways to make void the indiſpenſable obligation we 
have to follow them. 

The zeal of this holy Biſhop went further yet ; for about half a Year after, 


that is to ſay, in February, 1655. He having learn'd that the — 
k 0 
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of his Dioceſs ſold certaia Books of Divinity, publiſhed by Joh» Caramone! 
Lobkowits ; full of divers propoſitions whic (candalized the Learned and 

jous, and juſtified their abominable Maxims ; did thereupon condemn all 
this Author's works, and prohibited all the faithful of his Diocels to read 
them ; to the end to preſerve them (as he ſaith in the ſame Cenlure) from 
that large Gate and ſpacious way which this new Caſuiſt ( whom thoſe 
known Corrupters of morality, dignified with the title of Great Caramoucl) 
had laboured to ſet open to Mankind, by ſeducing them out of that narrow 
path which alone leads to life 3 as hath been raught us un the Goſpel, by the 
expreſs teſtimony of Chriſt himlclt. 


The death of my Lord Arch-biſhop of Malize (which happened ſhortly 
after) put aſtop to his laudable deſigns; and gave new courage to all thole, 
who looked upon him in his life time, as the greateſt Perkecutor of their 
new docrine; which found no lels reſiſtance a hitrle after, from the endea- 
vours of Anthony Trieſt the Biſhop of Gant, as ſoon as he perceived, that 
beſides the XVII. Propoſitions which the faculty of Lovane had already 
condemned, there were many more no leſs extravagant and impious, ſpread 
abroad in his Dioceſs. For the impudence of thole who profels theſe looſe 
Morals is ſuch, that thoſe of their Authors which come laſt, add always 
ſome new extravagancy to the inventions of their Predeceſſors, as we could 
evidence by many inſtances, if it were not inconſiſting with our _ of 
a bare Narrative. My Lord-Biſhop of Gaze then writ to the ſame faculty of 
Levane, and ſent them a Copy of XX VI. Propoſitions, rodelire their deter- 
minate judgment of them ; that he might thereupon iſſue out ſuch ſpeedy 
direction to his Dioceſs in thoſe points, as might be molt conducing to the 
good of fouls; and alſo be inabled to ſolicit his Holinels for a more power- 
tul aſſiſtance, and ſuch a Remedy as might become Univerſal. 


In order to fatisfie this juſt requeſt, and to ſecond his pious intentions, the 
ſacred faculty of Lovane having employ'd about a Moneths time in the ex- 
amination off thoſe Propoſitions, did at laſt condemn them ; the tourth da 
of May, in the year 1657. and gave notice thereof, to my Lord-biſhop of 
Gant ; who immediately iſſued out a Decree for the ſolemn Condemnation 
of thoſe infamous aſſertions, which he calls the plague of ſouls. There is 
nothing can be read more home and c_—_ than what this good Pre- 
late hath ſaid upon this ſubje&: for after he hath bewailed the blindneſs and 
unhappineſs of thoſe, who being exceedingly tranſported to embrace that 
which flatters their itching inclination ; have recourſe to ſuch Doctors as 
are diſpoſed to (atisfie their humour: he puts them in mind, that they ne- 
ver reflet, that they ſhall not be judg'd at the ſoveraign Tribunal, accord- 
ing tothe vain opinions and deceitful interpretations of thoſe ſeducing Peda- 
gogues, they were ſo affected followers of : but that that juſt Judge will 
examine their lives, and pronounce their Eternal doom, according to the 
certain and fixed Rules of Chriſtian piety : and that at that dreadful day, 
theſe welcome Directors ſhall not be call 'd to defend and plead their Diſci- 
ples cauſe at GOD's Tribunal ; by alledging probabilities and ſophiſti- 
cal ſubriltics to excuſe their ſins with ; and to prove that it was lawful 
to deſert the ſurer way ; and to follow the leſs ſure, if thought more 
convenient : for to conclude ( faith he) it is then that every Man ſhall 
carry his own burden, and receive the reward which ſhall be due to thot 

d or evil ations, which he hath really, not probably done, whilſt hc 
was clad with his carthly Tabernacle. 
Thus 
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Thus things paſſed in Flanders, whilſt the French at the ſame time uſed 
their urmoſt endeavours, to defend themſelves againſt the Corruption of 
thole perverters of Chriſtian Morality : and to keep at diſtance from them 
that mortal poyſon, wherewith thoſe Maſters of errour had already infected 
the United Provinces. It was tothis neceſſary end, that the Reverend Cu- 
rates of Parss reſolved to joyn themſelves with the Curates of R:czen ; and 
did allo ſolicit the Curares of other Dioceſes unanimouſly to proſecute with 
them the ſame laudable deſign, ro get all thoſe wicked maxims of theſe 
new Caſuiſts ( whereof they had made a faithful Colle&ion ) Condemned, 
as well by the General Aſſembly of the French Clergy then fitting at Paris, 
as by any other Authority it belonged unto. 


To omit many things then which had paſſed before this, as for example, 
the Proceſs which the Univerſity of Paris made in the Year 1644. againſt 
Father Hereas Jeſuir, reader of Calesof Conſctence in their Colledge ot Cler- 
mont ; as allo againit Father Ca»ſfis a Jeſuit, upon the occaſion of his book, 
Intituled, 4» Apology for the Religions of the Society of Feſms; in which he 
laboured to juſtifie the Society from the accuſation which the Univerſity 
had drawn up agaiaſt them: nor to make any refle&ion upon the decree of 
the Kings Council, dated the 28: of April in the ſame year ; which or- 
dered that the ſaid Father Hereas ſhould remain under Bail, in the faid 
Colledge of Clermont: To make no mention I fay, of any of theſe matters, 
as being more remote from our preſent deſign : it ſufficeth to take notice, 
that the Curates of Rowe» did upon the 28h day of Auynſt, anno 1656. pre- 
ſent their requeſt untotheir Archbiſhop : otolie rold them, that this 
was a Common Caule,and concerned the whole Church 5 did order that the 
{aid requeſt and the aforeſaid Collection ſhould beſent to the General Aſſem- 
bly of the Clergy ; to the end that the Cenſure and Condemnation of thoſe 
Wicked Doctrines might become more folemn and authentick, by the de- 
cilion of ſo renowned a Synod. In the mean rime, the Reverend Curates 
of Paris, having, by their Letter of the 1 3th of September ſolicited the Cu- 
rates of other Dioceſes, to joyn with thoſe of Rovex (as themſelves had 
done, ) they did unanimouſly make their Remonſtrance to the General Al- 
ſembly of the Clergy, by their writing bearing date November next fol- 
lowing ; in which they made a large Narrative of all that concerned this 
buſineſs. Ir is here they juſtly complain, that their Adverſaries ( whom 
they now declare againlt ) have made uſe of many lying devices to leſſen 
their credit ; andexpoſe them to groundlels ſuſpicions of their Religion ; 
pretending, that one cannot condemn the extravagancies laid to their 
charge, without being of the number; or at the leaſt a favourer of the 
Calviniſts. Ir is here alſothat they teſtihe, that they thought themſelves 
obliged to be no longer filent z when they ſaw a greater corruption of 
Chriſtian morality than ever was taught by Pagers, introduced into the 
Church of God : they add that there is juſt reaſon to fear, that the Biſhops 
ſilence or connivance in theſe circumſtances may be interpreted,. that they 
racitly. conſent to theſ&-4ndulgent Maxims: and that the prefumprion ot 
their Writers is improved to an impudence, to. abuſe the Churches long 
ſufferance, with a publick Declaration ( ſet forth by their Father Maſcha- 
reah as ) that ſhe approves and authorizeth their extravagances, becauſe ſhe 
ſuffers them. Ir was there # fine, that they moſt urgently and zealoully 
queſtion'd, why the Church did nor diſown thoſe nd ſons, and 
publickly teſtifie the extreme averſion ſhe bears in her heart from them and 
their dofrines ?

In this manner it was, that thoſe famous Curates repreſented to the Af 
ſembly of the French Biſhops, the danger all the faithful were expoſed unto, 
by the new opinions of thete Caſuiſts 3 which was cauſe that the ſaid Afſem- 
bly ( which was reſolved not to break up without finding ſome remedy 
againſt lo great and preſſing anevil, ) did give order for the re-printing 
ha book of St. Charles, Borromee ; ( which contains Holy and Evangeli- 
cal Maxims quite contrary tothole whereof the Curates did proſecute the 
Condemaation : ) as allo did appoint the publiſhing of 8 Circular letter, 
in which the Aſſembly declares, That the want of leiſure to make a 
through examination, 1s the only reaſon that hinder'd them to pronounce 
luch a ſolemn Judgment, as ſhould have ſtop'd the courſe of this plague of 
Conſciences; and that they would moſt willingly have done it, if the 
Curates had made their addreſs (ooner. 

This Ordinance of the Frexch Clergy was not ſufficient, to ſtop thoſe 
evils thus complained of: But on the contrary, thoſe peſtilent ſticklers, 
( whoſe pernicious Do&rines had cauſed ſo much trouble ) did immediately 
thew themſelves more in(olent than ever; and by joynt Confpiracy publiſhed 
another book more {candalous than any of their former ; Intituled, 4» Apole- 
gy for the Caſuiſts, againſt the Calumnies of the Fauſeniſts, cc. by a Divine 
and Profeſſor in the Canon-Law. Inthis book ( which came to lighr in the 
year 1657.) they did not only maintain. all thoſe ſame Propoſitions which 
the Clergy endeavoured to get condemned ; but alſo many other new ones, 
more extravagant and intolerable : and that which was very remarkable, 
was the extreagp diligence and care which the Feſuirs beſtowed, to diſtri- 
bute and (ell this book with their own hands, in their Colledge of Clermont 
in Pars, by which every one underſtood pne—wnn that they owned it 
for their own work ; which was ſoon after confirmed, by diſcovering the 
Feſeit they had employed to write it. 

The Theological Faculty of Paris did ſoon after condema this Libel, 
which Mr. G«yare Sindic brought them the 1 5:h day of Fanwary, 1658. and 
the Cenſure of the Faculty was publiſhed the 16:4 of Faly following: 
it was alſo condemned by the Cenlure of the Vicars General to the moſt 
Eminent the Lord Cardinal of Rezrs then Archbiſhop of Pars, with a Man- 
date thereunto annexed, both bearing date the 23. of Auguſt in the ſame 
year: and laſtly about a your after ( to wit upon the 21. day of Azgaft, 
1659. ) the Inquiſition of Rome did ( at the command of Pope Alexander 
the VII. ) iſſue out a Decree for the Condemnation of the ſaid book, which 
was became abominable and odious to the whole world. 

But as the Authors and Favourers of theſe Doctrines did not for all this 
deſiſt from maintaining and propagating them, by all ways in their power ; 
there was ſoon after great need of New Cenſures, and condemnations : 
for which reaſon the Congregation for the Inquiſition did about four years 
aftcr find themſclves obliged, to forbid and condemn a New book pub- 
liſhed by their diſciple Caramozel; with this Title, The Apology of John 
Caramouel, for the moſt Ancient and moſt Univerſal Dottrine of Probability ; 
againſt which book the Congregation iſſued out a Decree, bearing date the 
15. January, 1664. 

But the book which at that time made the greateſt noiſe in France, and 
which alarm'd all the world with its abominable maximes in Morality ; 
was that deteſtable work of theirs, call'd Amadeus Guimenins: which con- 
tains a doctrine, which may be look'd upon as the very fink and ma- 
gazine of all the wickednels, the moſt hardned and moſt reprobate Spirit 
of man can be capable of, when moſt forſaken by God : nop eft ita ſapientia 


ſur ſur 
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ſurſum deſcentens, ſed terrena, animalis, diabolics; the wiſdony- of theſe 
men deſcends not from heaven, but is earthly, brutiſh and diabolical. 

It was/agaioſt this Book, that the Theological Faculty of Par rouſed 
themfelves with an incomparable zeal, and {ingular courage; and againſt 
. which they publiſhed the moſt important Cenſure that ever was pr 
by that Faculty. For having taken into conſideration what arts the Authors 
ot this new attempt did make uſe of, toreach men how they: might entirely 
ſhake off their obedience to the Goſpel of Chriſt, under the pretence of 
rendring his yoke more (weet ; as alſo by what ſubtle devices they cor- 
rupted the pureſt maxims of Chriſtian morality, under a feigned ſhew of 
defending them, whilft in reality, they renewed-all che moſt-infamous 
opinions : the Faculty did rightly judge, that 'it would be to little pur- 
poſe, to have begun to preſerve the Faithful from thoſe mortal poylons, 'by 
the condemnation they had paſſed 'upon the forementioned in{oleat Apolo- 
BY for the Caluiſts ; if they did not bring 4o perfection that good work; 

y continuing to oppoſe this laſt foul-murdering book, with the ſame vi- 
gour and relojution. So that it was condemned by their cenſure of the 
3 of Febraary, 1065, . 

They declared moreover, that though they had condemned a conſidera- 
ble number of propoſitions colletted out of this book ; there remained ne- 
vertheleſs many more not only contrary to truth, but alſo moſt oppoſite to 
chaſtity, deſtructive to the integrity of our lives, and publick honeſty ; 
each ot which did equally deſerve to be condemned in particvlar ; bur rhat 
they were detained from that task, merely by the averſion they had from 
making a retail of that books dirt- and corruptions. Wohence it is evident 
enough on the one lide, how much the honour of the Church is prejudiced 
by thoſe wicked doctrines, which theſe men aſcribe unto her ; and on rhe 
other fide, how neceſlary ir is for Paſtors to watch continually over their 
flock : that they may corre& the preſent, and prevent future corruptions, 
which an infinite number of Chriſtian Souls are in danger to be infected 
with, it the watchmen be not extremely careful, 

Morcover., this Centure of Sorbonne was loon after followed, with the 
famous Decree of Pope lex1nder the VII. againft 28 Propolitions con- 
cerning moral «ions, bearing date the 24 of September in the ſame year. 
The i'ope in this Decree declares, with w hat extreme grief he relents ir, 
that ſo great a number ot looſe Tenents ſhuuld be revived again, and re- 
planted in the Church: of God, ( out of which they had been fo long ba- 
nithed ) and other new ones allo be publickly introduced: afrer whictr 
he adds, that to defeat thoſe extravagant attemprs of enlarging, or (to 
ſay more truly which tend only to the obfirufting of heavens narrow 
way, arid conſequently to the evident. ruine of fouls ) he had committed 
the examination of thoſe opinions ro divers Doctors of Divinity, and ſince 
that to the diſcuſſion of the moſt eminent Cardinals Inquiſitors, &c. all 
which having applyed themſelves with all poſſible care and neceſſary pru- 
dence to the confideration of that moſt important buſineſs ; he had by the 
relult of that examination condemned and forbid them. Bur not having 
l110ithed the examination of other propoſitions of the ſame nature, which 
lay at the ſame time before them ; by that means it came to pals, that they 
were not all comprehended in this brit Decree. Therefore the ſaid Hol 
Father cauſed a ſecond Decree to be drawn up, dated the 18 of March,1666. 
importing the condemnation of ſome other Propoſitions, which ( with 
thoſe beforementioned ) make up the number of 45. all which were for- 
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' This was the ſtate of things at that time, in which they continued ſome 
while ;. indJueb ſort that it ſkemed, that the licentiqus bumor of theſe new 
Cafſuiſts wasentirely curb'd by theſe Decrees : and that being, cowed on 
the one ſide þy-the Authority of Kowe, gnd reprefied on the other 'Gde by 
the deteſtatian which allthe world did eyidence againſt their diotute prin- . + 
ciples ;\they durſt not for theſe reaſons, either write, or appear any more : 
But this fdir. calm laſted but four years ; they could no longer containthem- 
felves. within thole juſt bounders, which the Church had preſcribed them 
by ſo many condemoatians. and cenſures ; accympanied with the common 
and general complaint of all-perſons of Authority and knowledge ; thar 
they made the way to heaven too wide to be uſeful for any thing, unleſs ( by 
the condut of their unheard of and ſcandalous probabilities ) to open a gate 
to8dmit all ſorts of crimes; and make every thing lawful. 

- Now.as to what conceras France, that which they call the peace of the 
Church, wasat that time a ſufficient bridle, ro keep thoſe reſtleſs and diſ- 
orderly. ſpirits in filence and ſubmiſſion, But having after that found 
means to draw into their party many powerful perſons as well Clergy as 
Lay-men; ( whoſe lives appeared ſo conformable to the Feſuits Morals, 
that they Roo0din need of their ealie and convenient maxims, to Exempt them 
from that rigid duty, of quitting the-next occalions of finning, and taking 
away the (candal they gaye ) by thele endearing methods, theſe pretious 
diretors begun to make head again, and have brought things to that 
paſs; that the peace of the Church ſo boaſted of in Fraxce, is at this day 
nothing more than a ſpecies ot unjuſt war, where rhe one ſide is ( humanly) 
almoſt al ways certain to be viGorious and triumphant ; becauſe the other 
fide 1s neither allowed to complain, nor defend themiclves: from which 
juſtice proceeds the. baniſhment of ſo many worthy Church-men and 
Curats; and fo many other ung.dly perſecutions, which have hapacd of 
late years, and are exerciſed even at this preſent. os 

. Things paſſed nor altogether in the ſame manner 10 Flanders; notwith- 
ſanding thoſe Imperious Caſuilts uſeg there too, their utmoſt endeavours 
to procure the (ame ſuccels ; even by the ſame unworthy means and condu&. 
For firſt, they diſperſed their maximes with more boldneſs and preſumption 
than ever : and {econdly, they laboured ( as they did in Fraxce ) to lan- 
der and render odious and ſuſpected in every kind, all thoſe whoſe zeal and 
Chriſtian piery did oppole them. 

In ſhort, they did there teach ſuch wicked and extravagant Propoſitions, 
that one could. in humane realon expect nothing leſs, than an entire and unj- 
verſal deſtru&ion of all Chriſtian morality ; it thoſe dangerous maſters had 
been ſuffer'd to.continue to ſow their tares without reſiſtance. 

; There needs no more to convince any man of this Truth; than to ſhew 
him the concluſioos they publickly defended from time to rime ; and parti- 
cularly at Lovane and Awewerp; in which they were not aſhamed to propoſe 
the moſt ſcandalous maximes in the world, for wholiom and holy rules of 
' good life, Let any man peruſe to this purpoſe, their concluſions defended at 

—_D by Giles Eftrix a Father of their Society, and Profeilox of Divini- 
ty, inthe Year 1670. and thoſe defended at Antwerp, by James Maillet a 
Profeſſor of Divinity of the ſame Society, in the Year 1673. and thole de- 
fended at Antwerp by the Fryars minors ( their Diſciples ) Anno 1674, and 
thoſe defended at Lovane the year after in behalf of the Feſuirs, by the ſaid 
Fryars ; and thoſe defended at Anrwerp, by Father Philip de Hornes anv- 
ther Profeſſor of Divinity of the Society ; as allo thole offered to be de- 
fended by the Jeſuits of Lovane, anno 1676. and actually defended by them, 
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and the foreſaid Friars at Liege, where they weat to.defend them, becauſe 
my Locd- biſhop of Namer forbid thera todefend them in. his Diocels ; to 
omit many others of their Books and Writings publih'd in defence of their 
ſaid Teneats. | Ne +"\F x | | 

But as the Propoſitions contained in all thele forementioned Writiogs 
were horrid and intolerable, fo the greateſt ou of the pious and Leirned 
perſons that heard of them. did both 1a their diſcaurics, and pridited works; 
confute them with Godly rules of a contrary dodtring.'! This was the occa- 
ſion of thoſe excelleat Books publiſhed fince that time by Mr. Neſer Divine 
of Malin, Huygens, and Fan ianen, Dogtors of Lowane ; Father Giles Gabri- 
elis Reader of Divinity of the third order of St. Francw.; and Father Macs- 
rius Havermans Canon and Profeſſor of: Divinity;: ot the order of Premon- 
ſtrants of the Abby of St. Michael of 4ntwerp ; all eminent perfons:and re- 
nowned for their piety, wildom and learning: whoſe folid Writngs theſe 
new Caſuiſts were not able to impugne diredly, nor to obſcure with any 
artificial miſt, capable ro hinder the evidence of that etuth which thined 1n 
them. tothe Gonfuliqa of oe fe Morals, which they were fo conſcious 
of, that they thought it beſt to have recourſe to their ordinary ſtratagem. 

They labour thea to flander and reader ſuſpeRed all rhole they conceived 
to be their euemies ; they accuſe them of Janlemim;- and hoped by this 
means to fright all Men from daring to oppoſe their doctrine. For being 
deſtitute of all other defence, they make this Calumany of Janſenilm their 
only Bulwork and laſt bold, wherewith they think to ſecure themlclves, 
againſt all che aſſaults that can be made againſt their molt infamous and 
molt corrupt opinions: io that Father De Hirns whole Conclulions we men- 
tioned above, makes no difficulty ro give this anſwer in his 30ch. Conclu- 
ſion. (to thole who pretended to prove by the doctrine of S. Juſtin and other 
Fachers, that M-a arc commanded to direct all their actions to God Almigh- 
ty) Let not that Ln tle us ( ſarth this Feſuit ) but rather let ws ſuſpett the truth 
of what u alledg'd by them, ſeeing they cite only the «athority of S, Auftin. It is 
not proper in this place ro make any further refle:tivn upon this raſh an- 
ſwer ; as alſo how 1njurious they are to the Church of God through the 
Perlon of this Saint: But who can ſufficiently admire, with what impu- 
dence theſe new Caſuilts do [uſpett all thole who tye themſelves to teach 
and follow the do''rine of the holy Fathers! and retule to own any for true 
Catholicks, but t'oſe who blindly addict themſelves ro the opinions and 
judgment of new Writers 1n points of morality? fo that according to their 
prepoſterous maxims. not to love novelty, is to be a Noyeliſt, and not todare 
deviate from the certain Rules of holy Scripture,and the deciſions of the Fa- 
thers, is to be ſuſpected of hereſfie; and nor to prefer all thoſe fallacious ſub- 
tilties lately borrowed from Ariforle's Philolophy, before the ſenſe of Anti- 
quiry, is in their monſtrous ſence to be guilty. They call their adverſaries 
Noveliſts, though moſt addicted ro the maxims of Antiquity ; withour re- 
fleting how properly this Character belongs to themſelves, whilſt they 
boalt rhemſelves to be the Inventors and Proteſſors of a New divinity : Tots 
Theolozia morals ((aith one of them) fs verum fateri volumue, Nova eit:; And 
bog urged with ſome cxprels paſſages of the holy Fathers, he return'd theic 
uſual an{wer, I grant that the Fathers taught ſo, but | hold the contrary. 

We may add by the by, that it hath always been the cuſtome and method 
of Hereticks (when they found themſelves ſtreightned with the Arguments 
of Catholicks) to tell chem, that they held a doctrine already condemaed : 
Thus F«{i«n in his diſputes acculed S. Juſtin of being a Man:chean, as 1s to 
be ſeca in S. 4«ſtin's Books againſt Ju/iavy, But to be thort, what mean 
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theſe new Caſuiſts when they tax for Janſeniſts and fuſpeRed perſons, thoſe 
who cannotiuffer their flaitering politick licentioufnels ? what reſemblance 
or relation is there between the Propoſttions condemned by Innocent the 
Tenth, and Alexander the Seventh, and thoſe do:trines which are now in 
queſtion? are not thoſe of the firſt [ort concerning grace and free-will ; are 
pot thoſe in hand belonging to manners and good hfe? Is it not poſſible, to 
know whether a Man may kill himthar gives him a box on the Ear or nor, 
or whether or no a ſingle Woman' itiay without fin procure abortment to 
avoid ſcandal or death, and many other things of this nature, withour di- 
ving into the moſt profound, tubril; and obſcure points of Scholaſtical Divi- 
nity, concerning grace and predeſtination? Nevertheleſs it is upon this very 
ground, 'and by the ſame diiparity, that theſe new Cafuiſts of Flanders have 
made ſo great an out-cry within this 4, or 5. years; even to addreſs theic 
complaints:to his Holineſs, Pope Clement the 10th. againſt thoſe who are 
become their Adverſaries for no other reaſon, but becaule they could not en- 
dure the practice of their looſe and moſt pernicious opinions. 

It was Father E#rix (the foremenrtioned Jeſuit) who did in the end of 
the Year 1675. under the feigned Name of Francis Simon Reader in Divi- 
nity, print a Book at Maience, wherein he makes a large complaint to the 
{aid Pope in a petitionary way: in which Book alſo he (with an impudence 
beyond imagination) lays for his ground-work, that all the godly Chriſti- 
ans of Flanders are ftruck with an amazing fear of a powerful Faction, which 
they ſee a forming: though it is moſt talle that there is any ſuch Fattion as 
he ſpeaks of in Z/anders, and that the godly Chriſtians of that Country ever 
had any ſuch fears; unleſs he take thoſe for his godly Chriſtians and faith- 
ful, who are faithfully devoted ro the practice of their Maxims ! But how 
can he call thoſe the godly faithful, who relinquith withour ſcruple the fafe 
and certain means of falvation, to follow the doubtful ; and who are wil- 
ling to rcly on hazardous and dangerous probabilities, in things that concern 
their eternal welfare, whilſt rheir own realon forbids them to ernft ſuch de- 
ceitful mediums in any worldly buſineſs of the leaſt concern? He ſaith more- 
over that theſe godly faithful did content themſelves at firſt to hgh out their 
fears in private, without any noiſe; but thar they cannot now conrain them- 
ſelves. from echoing out their fears,. by publick Complaint. And art laſt 
he preſents to the Pope XX V. Tencents or Propolitions, demanding his judg- 
ment of them in the name of the [id godly faithful, whoſe tender Conlcien- 
ces prompts them to reje& them as evil. 

But this Book (or rather infamous Libel) came no ſooner to light, than 
it was condemned, by '/pho»ſe de Berghes Lord Arch-bithop of Maliz; as 
being ſtuffed with lies and calumnies. Whence we may reflet alſo, that 
the 12id Father F#rix had ſome years betore that, publiſh'd ſome Books, 
which met with a Condemnation even at Kome ; which bad fare neverthe- 
leſs did nothing abate his Coni:dence, to accule thoſe to the Pope (as we 
have ſeen) who found themſclves obliged to refute rhole wicked morals in 
Flanders, which he was encouraged to defend there. 

It was before this Pope C/ement the Tenth then, that thoſe whom this Je- 
ſuit had call'd to Rome, were obliged to give anſwer ; and to this purpoſe 
the Reverend Father Gabriel (one of tho!e whom this Jeſuit had moſt in- 
juriouſly flandered) drew up a concluſion conhiting of Nine Articles the 
26th. of February, 1676. repreienting on the one ſide, the moral truths 
which he believed Men bound to follow ; and on the other ſide, laying open 
the falſe Maxims which he thought them obliged to renounce: all which he 
offer'd with a moſt rcſpe&tful humility to the chief B-ſhop; expecting his 
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judgment and deciſion concerning the whole matter. So that whilſt he 
laid open the extream injuſtice they had uſed, to expoſe his Doctrine x0 
ſiniſter ſuſpicions ; he at the ſame time gave to underſtand, how the cen- 
lure they bad demanded againſt him, was for many unanſwerable reaſons 
the juſt deſert of his acculers. In his Epiſtle pretix'd to his Theles dedica- 
ted to his Holineſs, he declares how much he 1s aſtoniſhed at the contidence 
of thoſe, who would perſwade his Holineſs that there is a Faction in FEarders, 
conſiſting (as Father E#rix words it) of Men of erroneous opinions ; and 
that his wonder is increaſed, by hearing himſelf reckoned in the Number. 
He ſhows alſo, that it was an unſufferable abuſe put upon the Catholick Bi- 
ſhops of the Low-Countrys, to Print a Book at eMazence, in which they 
molt fallly feign, thar all that Country-People lament the growth of thols 
Errors which torce them to inform his Holineſs of this Faction : whillt ne- 
verthelefs rhat neither any Biſhop nor any Paſtor of Flanders, nor the ordi- 
nary Ceniurer of Books, had ſignified any thing that could ſecond this 
Complaint. Beſides, though the Names of three or four Perlons be tix'd 
to this wicked book as its approvers, to wit, James Emans, Fohn Niderwits, 
and John Loventhal, yet the Author very craftily omits to tell the World, 
that they were three Religious men, one a Carmelite, another a Dominican, 
the laſt a Jeſuit, as they are pleaſed to intitle themſelves in their approbari- 
ons of other books: a thing not unworthy of our obſervation ; for that it 
ſeems, that as the Author of this wretched book ( whole fate it was to 
deſtroy himlſclf at length, by the fictions and lies which are laid to his 
charge) thought good to cover his ſhame, with the dilguiſe of a borrowed 
name: fo thele Regulars did as wilely forbear ro diſgrace their Orders by 
publickly owning their re{ſpeRive Families in their approbation. 

This was the true ſtate of thele proceedings, when by realon of the death 
of Clement the Tenth, the Parties began to (olicit their cauſe with our holy 
Father Pope l»nocent the Eleventh, whoſe praiſe is this day great in the 
Church of God : for the Learned and famous Father Macaer Havermans (an- 
other of thoſe whom Father E##rix was pleaſed to ſlander in his foreſaid 
book) had not ſet Pen to Paper againſt this infamous Libel, until after the 
middle of the Year 1676. at which time he wrote one, which he addreſſed 
to this new Pope Innocent the Eleventh, by the title of An Apolegerical Epiſtle 
againſt che unjuſt accuſation of Francis Simon Reader of Divinity : unto 
which he added ſince, 4 Theological diſpute concerning the Authority of the 
holy Fathers, and particularly of S. 4»ſ/in, printed in the beginning of the 
Year following : By which two pieces this excellent Man hath fo entirely 
confured the injuſtice, {landers 8nd falſe docrines of his Advyerſaries ; thax 
they are eſteemed as molt uſeful ſhields to wield and repel all the attempts 
the new Caſuiſts have made, under the feigned names of Francis Simon, 
Francis Charles Reymerkers, and Lews Bons, to overthrow thole that re- 
ſiſted them in Flanders.

imſelt 3 and to this e he begins the 4th. Chapter of his A erical 
Letter with theſe —_—_ molt holy Father, that which rs te) 
do at preſent, is, that having hitherto appeared as one accuſed, come to 
purge and juſtifie himſelf, (which duty I have fully complyed with) 1 muſt 
now change poſtures and take my turn, in ating the part of an Acculcr ; 
by proving clearly, that we can with much more reaſon and juſtice, both 
accuſe and convict our Adverſaries, of teaching both in their books and dif 
courſes a new dodcrine, unknown to the Ancient Fathers, and moſt dan- 
gerous in practice: and that this is the very doctrine, which truly _ 
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"both ſighs and tears in all really godly believers ; and forces their repeated 
prayers and hearty wiſhes, ro ke it atlength condema'd. That theirs in 
ſhort is the doctrine, by which the due prattice and uſe of the Sacrament 
of Penance'are not reformed (as they vainly pretend) bur rather become 
entirely deformed ; and which lays open to roo many Chriſtians alarge 
and ſpacious way to lead them to deſtruction. So that the name of Novel- 
iſts, which theſe dangerous —_— attribute to us, 1s by all the Juſtice 
in the World their own proper Character. | | 

Thus ſpoke rhat Heroick Defender of pure Evangelical Morals ; after 
which he gave particular Inſtances, of ſome of thole new Maſters moſt 
ſcandalous propoſitions. 

+ Thenmakes it immediately evident, that their defign and main intent is, 
(»fter they have indirectly and tacitly diſproved and vilified the judgmenc 
of the holy Fathers) to poſlels the fairhtul with a new Moral Divinity: 
to which purpoſe Caramouet (whom they ſo highly extol for advancing their 
Principles ) puts on the Confidence to fay, thar' the Catholick Church 
ought to be eſteemed more happy atpreſent, than ever ſhe was; for that 
ſhe hath amongſt her Children fo great a number of holy and Learned men, 
who have had the induſtry to enlarge Heavens way ,by introducing ſo man 
indulgent and favourable opinions ;- becauſe (faith he) without them amv 
ritude of Chriſtians would be damned, who arc ſaved and conducted to-Hea- 
ven by the dodrine of probable opinions. 

After that he remarks, that it the doctrine of probabilities (ſuch as theſe 
new Caſuiſts underſtand ir, and which is the Baſis and Ground-work of all 
their new Moral Divinity )were once ſuffered and approved of, there would 
be no fin, nor diforder in the World,which one might not palliate and juſtihe 
by its afſiſtance 3 becauſe there is not any crime which might not be excu- 
ſed, ar leaſt by ſome P_ probable y—_— and conſequently might 
be followed: and practiſed with a ſafe Conſcience ; arcording to thie expreſs 
deciſion of Father lenarius Maillet ithe Jeſuit alledged. above, whole'own 
words 1 ſhall give you; taken out of the Concluſions he defended av Antwerp, 

-ann0 1673; That an opinion may be lawfully followed ({aith he) ir is nor ne- 
beſſary that one be certain 'thar it is probable, bur it is ſufficient that one judg 
it to be probably probable. ; v4 

At laſt he concludes with this important obſervation, that though every 
fingle Man of rheſe new Caſvifts doth nor defend nor teach all of theſe ex- 
travagant oPin'ons, (whereof he there inftancerh ſome) but on thecontrra- 
ry, that ſome of them are ſomerimes condemned by particular Teachers of 
be Clan, as falſe in ſpecularion; that nevertheleſs there is not 'a tnan of 
them, but doth either directly, or indirectly, maintain them all in prattice; 
becauſe they all reach, tharit is lawful to practiſe a probable opinion ; and 
that every probable opinion 15 fate and good in practice, though one judge ic 
to be falſe in ſpeculation. *Twas by this principle that Father Herman Bu- 
ſembaws a Jeſuit ſo freely undertook to teach us in the firft Treatiſe, eleventh 
chap. and 4th. number of his famous Book of Caſes, (fo highly commended 
and diligently recommended to all Confeſſors by the Society) that they are 
not to be condemned, who go conſulting many learned, until t fd ons 
indulgent to them ; ſo that'he/be pious and prudent, and be not thought to 
hold opinions which none elſe hold, (which is their ſence of the word ſin- 
gular) becauſe (faith he) ſuch perſons follow a probable opinion in fo doing, 
By which it appears that according to' the principles of theſe new Cafuiſts, 
it is the ſamething to ſay'that an opinion 4s true, as to ſay, that ir is fafe, or 
meerly probable ; becauſe, let it be never fo falle in its (elf, and in fpecula- 
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tion; it is ſtill ( according tothem ) ſafe and good in practice; (o that iti 
practice, they all teach and mutually approve of one anothers opinion, as 
occaſion requires ; though for politick eads, ( and toprovide for their Socie- 
ticg, vindication when ſhe happens to be particularly taxed with ſome exrra- 
n_ ) they are pleaicd to hold quite contrary to one another in ulati- 
on. Thele refle&tions of Canon Havermans are certainly moſt judicious and 
{olid. | 

After this the Sacred Theological Faculty of Loweis reſolved ro fend ſome 
of cheir own Doctors to Rowe, to lolicit for the condemnation:of thoſe dan- 
gerous propoſitions, which the New Caſuiſts did ſtill continue to inſinuate, 
and plant in Flanders, with as much infolence and obſtinacy as ever. The 
Doctors pitch'd upon were #a»-Viazen Canon of St./Peters in Lovein, Stey- 
art Canon of Ipres, and Father Chriſtian le Loup of the Order of St. Auſtin. 
They ſet forward upon the H edneſasy. before Exfter-Sunday in the year 1677. 
and my Lord the Biſhop of Geftories ( then Apoſtolical Vicar in the United 
Provinces ) did write by them to his Holineſs in their behalf. 

; Other Biſhops bad defigned to do the ſame ; andeven ſome of the French 
Biſhops ( teeing to what excels theſe new Caſuifts had advanced their licen- 
tious dorines, and that they employed all imaginible arts to regain them 
credit with the world ) prepated a Letter ro be ted to tis "Holineſs, 
humbly requeſting him, that he would appoint ſuch remedies, as might be 
judg'd-moſt fit,to remove from the Church, thoſe extreme evils they thought 
x neceflary to acquaint. him with, The! Learnedanan who was choſen to 
draw vpthis Letter, »s well known, not only by rhole'femous writings he 
hath publiſbed formerly upon this ſubje ; but-by;thdſe alſo heeven torhis 
day obl gesthe world with, by the name of Eflays* ir was he that: compo: 

this Letrer in the name'of many Biſhops who were toſubſcribe it.

that neither the Divines whodecide theſe Caſes of Conlcience,nor thoſe that 
follow their reſolutions, are in any danger. To make good this principle, in- 
ſtead of being direed by their Anceltors, who ( treading the ſteps of the 
Fathers of the Church ) taught unanimouſly, that ignorance of the fir(t 
principles of the eternal law 1s never invincible, nor doth excuſe from 
ſin; theſe new Evangcliſts on the contrary have boldly determined, that 
one may be ignorant of the principles of the eternal Law, even with an igno- 
rancetruly invincible 3 ſuch asexempts from fir, all thole whoa contrary 
to this Law. Having eſtabliſhed this principle, they then applyed their in- 
duſtry to ſtretch to the uttermoſt of their power this liberty of violating the 
Law of God without ſin; as alſoto increaſe the number of thoſe, who are 
to be deemed invincibly ignorant of the truth : which they have performed 
by comprehending ane this rank, all thoſe who ſee not the truth clearly 
in ſome moral matters ; and whoonly ſee ſome probable reaſon on each lide. 
And that at length, to enlarge all the bounders that can = be 1avented 
to confine this unlimited liberty and indifference, of following every thing 
that may be thought probable ; they have wire-drawn it ſo far ; as to make 
it lawful for thole who are in ſuſpenie between two probable opinions, 
( though they believe at the ſame time, that one of them is more probable, 
and ſafer than the other) to follow that which is the leſs probable, & lels fate. 
And that as there was a_—_ wanting to the perfection of this Science, of 
fullowing all ſorts of probable opinions (which ipſo fa@o that they are pro- 
bable are lafe according to them ) but to make them ſo common, that chey 
might always be found inany ſubject whatſoever ; they have beea wonder- 
fully ſucceſsful in that exploit alſo; by eſtabl.ſhing oa the one (lide,that every 
bility ( though never fo nicely taken ) ſerveth toqualihe any opiaion 
to be followed without fin, though. at the beſt it be but probably probable ; 
and on the other ſide, that four Learned men, and oftentimes one alone, are 
ſufficient to make an opinion probable : a maxim fo current withthem, that 
they look upon him as ſtupid and NT that makes any difficulty to ac- 
knowledge every opinion for probable,that is taughr by four Authors. Hence 
it is.that, when a Biſhop condemns a propoſition, which he grants to be taught 
by ſome of theſe Noveliſts ; they think he gives them tufficient cauſe ro 
traduce him, for a man ignorant of common principles, and incapable of 
Learning, and conſequently to proceed to ſcoff at his 1njunions. | 
4. They bewail the.diſorders and confuſions with which theſe new-Pe- 
1 Cn perverted the doctrine of Chriſtian behaviour, to ſet up their 
aboatnable maxims ; and lament to obſerve the exceſſive number of thoſe 
monſtrous novehies they have brought forth intothe world ; and thoſe many 
Religious principles they have aboliſhed ; which had been held in all ages, 
as molt Orthodox and Authentick : it_ is from hence the Church received 
that deep and dangerous wound, which hath fo long forced the fighs and 
rears of: all good people ; and which makes them cry out ; Can this be the 
pr ' and. holineſs of that Evangelical doctrine, which ſtruck all the Phi- 
olopherr wir admiration, and which hath ( more than miracles ) been the 
caule of the Converſion of Pagens ? -Can this be the Chriſtian purity which 
did (o far excel the juſtice of the Dofors and Phariſees of the Jewib law ? - 
Is it poſſible that it ſhould ever come to pals, that there ſhould be caule to 
Tax Catholick Divines with holding more corrupt maxims in the docrine 
of manners and good life, than ever were held or practiſed by the Doors 
of the, Law, or the Phariſees, or prophane Philoſophers, or even the worſt 
of all Pagans? for where in all the worldare uſed {o many crafty wiles, and 
artificial evaſions, to defeat the Law of God, as in this Sociery of our New 
Evag- 


" Evangeliſts? whoever gave ſo much liberty to mahs concupiſcenices as ay 
do? who ever invented maxims fodeſtrucive to civil Society, or ever tov 
ſo little care as they do, to tind out and'follow the truth? 

Ar laſt they conclude with atteſting; that the Biſhops of Frexce as well 
as thoſe of the Low Conntreys, not being able to ſuffer thoſe dangerous ex- 
travagancies any longer with patience ; had ſome time ſince begun to ſeek 
out ſome means tocurb the licentiouſneſs of theſe Caſuiſts ; and that it was 
their hearry wiſhes, that they could entirely aboliſh all their works of that 
nature; as the ſecond Council of Chaatons, and the ſixth of Paris had ſors 
merly deſtroyed ſome books, ſtuftcd with errors about the Sacrament of Pe- 
nance. Bur that now they have no Provincial Councils, and therefore there 
remains no other remedy in their power, than that every ſingle Paſtor by 
himſclf, Rand in —_ Fs to the (preading of this poyſon ; and labour 
withia his own ſphere to ſecure his flock : ſo that conſidering the extreme pe- 
ril and incorrigibleneſs which glways attends a miſchief of this kind; t 
tind themlelves w_ to beſcech = COD nce,that _ —_— 
eadeavuurs ma by the (tre is ſupreme Authority ; 
and that this marco pag diffuſed hol the oinbCrnk, ———_ 
ceive an antidote from that healing power, which the Apoſtolical See ex- 
ercileth in the Goveroment of the lame Church: 

Theſe were the principal Contents of this Letter, which nevertheleſs was 
neither ſubſcribed, nor ſent by thoſe Biſhops, in whoſe name it was pre- 
pared : the reaſon is well known, and it is but too evident, that certain 
Court-Biſhops have upon very unworthy motives, obſtruced this juſt de- 
ſign, of many other truly Apoſtolical Bi » ſome of them led with 
ambitious aſpirings,after ſuch advantages and favours which they deſpaired 
of ever obtaining, without the mediation and affiſtance of that Society 
which this Letter condemns, others of them through continual abſence from 
their Dioceſes, and their negle& ro apply themſelves to ſecure their flock 
from thole incroaching poylons; were withheld by their own conſciouſneſs; 
that they were too ignorant of the extravagancies it complains of, to be 
able know ingly to ſubſcribe it. | | 

Nevertheleis though his Holineſs could not be informed of the ſence of 
thoſe Apoltolical Bilbops of France by this Letter; for want of a general 
ſubſcription: yer he learned it ſufficiently,by thoſe and moſt excellent 
approbations, which the ſaid godly Bi had ſubſcribed to the Cenſure 
and Paſtoral Letters, paſſed and publiſhed by G#s de Seve de Rochechovart 
the Lord Arch-Biſhop of 4r7& ; which ſaid approbations are Printed in the 
hcad of the colleion of the ſaid Cenfure and Letters. For this worthy 
Prelate having upon the Eighth day w_—_ 4nno 1674. writ a Paſtoral 
Letter concerning the Admmiſtration of the Sacrament of Penance, di- 
rected to all the Curates, Vicars and Confeſſors of his Dioceſe; by which 
be admoniſherh them, to avoid thoſe abuſes which have crept into the uſe 
of this Sacrament ; and wherein he gives them imporrant ioftruci- 
as touching this ſubje :- hethought this would nor be ſufficient, but that 
he was bound ar the ſame time to paſs his Cenſure upon thoſe dangerous and 
wicked propofitions, which ſome ſpread abroad in his Dioceſe ; and which 
did ſeem both in themſelves, and by their conſequences, to deftroy the Do- 
arine of the Church, and the whole method and condut the hath always 
obliged her Paſtors to obſerve, in the' Adminiſtrarion of this Sacrament.

( whole judgment he deſired to know: concerning them ) he received theic 
atſwers accordingly ; tothe number of eweoty fit: all which are to be 
ſeen puckixed to thecolleftion of the {aid Cenſure and Letters; becaule ( a5 
itis {aidabove ) they are truly ſo many Auchentick approbations : the Bi- 
ſhops weiprak of are thee, the Biſhop or Archb of Bexrges,of Conftance, 
of 4mieni, of Namur, of Toxrnay, of :Beawveu, of »e, of Nevers, of Ver- 
dun, 'of-Beionne, of Oleron, of of Angers, of Ghealons, of Meaxx, of 
-St. Poxc,/ of 2pde, (of Valance, of Grenoble, of See7, of Lucon, 'of Rochelle, 
of 4lrts:of Sarlat, of Caminger, of Condon. It was thus, that (notwith- 
ſtanding' the ' abovementioned Leaer of the French Biſhops was neither

Itis nor-neceſſary to, relate here in particular, all that paſſed at Rome, 
whilſt che Doors managed their Proceſs againſt their Adverſarics in that 
Court: But it will (uffice ro give a general ioformation of the iſſue and 
ſucceſs of their endeavours ; which was in ſhort, that his Holineſs granted 
them this famous decree, which we now publiſh for the furtherance of that

no neceflity for a Lutheran to return to the Reman Church, ..... for beſides 
the Reman Church, (which 1 acknowledge to be probable) the Latheras is 
alſo Chriſtian, and probable ; and it is beſides more plealant than the Ro- 
man; wherefore may not a Latheren ſay the Church of Rome is as to Truth 
very probable, and for Conſcience very ſafe? ' but this hinders not, but that 
the L«theran Docrine which he profeſſeth, may be alſo probable, Chri- 
ſtian, and ſafe; and even more ſafe, ſince that an Opinion leſs probable is 
more ſafe, when it is more pleaſant: Caramonel Theol, Fund, pag. 47%. 
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OW as to the ſecond condition or requiſite, we ought (for any thing 

appears) to expe that to be bonake to pals, rather by the prayers 
and ſighs of pious Chriſtians ; than by the care and ſolicitude of Men : and 
to ſay truth, what can the Paſtors and Prelates of the Church do more, than 
publickly declare againſt the ſcandalous and moſt pernicious doctrines of 
theſe new Caſuiſts ; as they have actually done, by ſo many cenſures as they 
have publiſhed againſt the moſt Infamous Apology for thoſe corrupted 
guides? or what could they do more-than addreſs themſelves tothe Popes as 
they have done, to Conjure them, that they would employ all the ſtrength 
of their Authority, to root out this Plague which infefted the Church of 
God? And ia ſhort, what could the Popes themſelves (Alexander the 72h. 
and Innocent the Eleventh) do more, than forbid all Perſons, under the ſame 
ſevere excomtmunications as they have denounced ; to reach, or hold, or pra- 
Gtſe, thoſe damnable docrines? nevertheleſs it is to be feared,that theſe dif- 
obedient Maſters (it God's ſingular grace mould not their hearts anew) will 
not deſiſt from: their ſaid doctrines and practices ; but will endeavour to ju- 
ſtibe their perſeverance therein, by that principle of theirs which perſwades 
them, (as we have. already intimated) that their probable Opinions are a- 
bove all Condemnations and Cenſures. | 

And indeed there are three degrees, or pretences, by which they harden 
their obſtinacy, until it become altogether incorrigible. Firſt, by abuſing 
the Churches long-ſufferance, they have the impudence to publiſh, that ſhe 
authoriſes their extravagant maxims becauſe ſhe ſuffers them ; and that her 
filence ia theſe caſes is equivalent to her conſent or approbation, as may be 
ſeen alledged by theſe Jeſuits, Bauny and Maſcarenhas, the latter of which 
teacheth,boldly, in his 5. Treatiſe, Number 491. That it ought to be under- 
ſtood that the Church licenſeth all. that ſhe ſuffers to be tanght and publiſhed by 
Gaſuifts, Which ſaid dofrine is maintained by their later Writers alſo. 
Secondly, their Confidence carries them further yet, even to pretend, that 
the Biſhops:cannot forbid their Books, (ſuch as Dians's for example) but 
only in the ſame manner as merchandiſe are forbid ; at the moſt as acciden- 
tally hurtful, but not asevil in themſelves ; to which purpoſe their Di'ciple 
Garamoncl, in the 89. 137. and 393. Pages of his Fundemental Theologie, 
tells us expreſly : © That Biſbops may forbid the Books of Caſuiſts, as Men 
forbid merchandiſe, or as hurtful by accident ; but they cannot condema 
*them as evil; that it is impoſſible to condemn. a probable opinion = 
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«ſelf; and that it is impoſſible alſo that an opinion maintain'd by many Ay- 
* thors, ſhould not be probable ; that according to the common opinion of 
«*Caſuiſts, four Authors are ſufficient to make an opinion probable ; and 
* that it neceflarily follows, that one only Author is (ufficient for the ſame : 
*and in one word, that a probable opinion (to wit, ſuch as bath been held 
« by famous Caſuiſts) can never ceaſe to. be probable and fafe ; unle(s the 
* contrary be made an Article of Faith, by a new definition of the Church: 
* and that a Condemnation of leſs Authority than this, can never take away 
© its probability. Thirdly, they are forced by the neceſſary Conſequence 
of this Principle, to make a down-right declaration, that the very Decrees 
themſelves of the Inquiſition of Rome, cc. palled upon any deciſion of the 
Caſuiſts, can but ſtand for a ble, or at moſt, a more probable opinion. 
For thus doth their Apologiſt Amedess Gaimenins relate it in his Treatiſe of 
a Probable Opinion, Propoſition 1. numb. 4. ſaying: * But what.think you if 
« an opinion be rej forbidden by a Decree of the Inquiſition ? Cara- 
© mouel anſwers ( Theoleg, fund. part. 1. fol. 17. epit. dedicated to Iawecent the 
«<10th,) I know that it is the common opinion of Divines, that theſe kind 
«of cenſures or prohibitions have tor the moſt part no other force or weight 
*than of a e, or more ble opinion: (and accordingly he adds, 
<2. pert, fol, 5, n. 12.thus) When a book or an opinion is proſcribed and for- 
* bidden, this prohibition makes it not improbable; bur leaving it'in the 
© ſame degree of probability it had before; it is only ordered for the publick 
* or private good, that they abſtain from teaching or maintaining it ; as the 
* ſame Author declares more boldly, pare. 1. Theol. fund. ». 182. 259. 290. 
* Where he labours with might and main to perſwade this propoſition; that 
*there is no authority in & whole viſible World, which can condema 
Probable Opinions. | 

Theſe are Caramone!'s words alledged by Guimenias, which Caramoxel a- 

ak —— with his Schook-fellow Diens, who in a ſubject wherein 

contrary to the deciſion of one , ſpeaks thus, pare. 5. tr.13. R.65. 
« I grant the Pope (aid it as head of rhe Ch, Dur he did ir as delivering 
« only, what he conceived to be moſt probable, within the ſphere of his own 
« ſence. By ſuch ſhifts as theſe do our new Caſuiſts flight,and labour to ren- 
der inſigni even the moſt authentick cenſures ot that Apoſtolical See 
they have ſworn fo abſolute an obedience unto. 

The Church therefore labours to little purpoſe, in condemning the parti- 
cular extrav ies of theſe Noveliſts ; whilſt ſhe leaves uncentured thoſe 
three falſe principles we laſt refleted on ; unto which they make their laſt 
addreſs, as to their chief e and caſtle of defence: and which tend to 
leave theſe diſorders remedi Ir is therefore a thing to be extremely 
wiſh'd for, that amongſt thoſe other Propoſitions which ſhall be the next 
cenſured, we may eſpecially find theſe three; which are the very fountain 
and off-ſpring of the venome and malignity of all the reſt ; for otherwiſe the 
deteſtable maxims of theſe"unhappy Men may well lye ſmothered for a 
while, but they will ſoon revive again, and never be entirely aboliſhed. 

In the mean time, the horrour they breed in the minds of the faichtul, 
at the very firſt peruſal, will always be a great advantage on the Church- 
es ſide, by which ſhe may more eaſily detend her ſelf againſt the infe&tion 
of theſe docrines ; it being moſt certain, that without the afliſtance of ei- 
ther cenſure or prohibition; we need bug conſider them in their own terms, 
to find them along with them their own condemnation: and that they 
are no oner Jooked upon, but generally they ate hifſed out with a denance ;

Ir is then by this horrible aſpe&, that theſe propoſitions ate-imeparably 
attended with ; that wedifcover an extreme blindacls and hardneſsof heaer, 
in thoſe who continue ſo obftinately to maintain them: It istHis reuth is che 
cauſe, that the Friars Minors of 1ntwerp are now fallen into greater need 
than ever of the Abbey which rhe Jeſuits REID them the revennes of. 
For indeed fince theſe Mendicansrs have delighted to {ignifie theniſetves © 
diligent Followers and' faithful Diſciples of the Swciery” of Jeſua, in all the 
maxims which relate to their new morals ; they have found themſelves 
flighted and caft off, - bythe beſt Houſes where chey uted to- be plentifully 
ſupplied; in ſo much; 'thar finding bur a flender'w atthe Canon Re- 
gulars of rhe Order-of the Premonſtrants, who, ſed. web them large 
Alms; and CY much afliced,they immediately went and un- 
loaded their Complaints tothe (ard. Jeſuits #2 rheſe terms ; es wv05 Re- 
werendi Patres mor tificanier toys die, that is to fay,: it is for your fakes Reve- 
rend Fathers, that we aregrudg'd at every where; to whom the Jeſuits (to 
encourage them to conſtancy in the Societies ſervice) made rhis reply, Saft#- 
nete, ſuſtinere, erimus vobis Abbatin, to wit, have parience, have patience, 
we will reward -you with an Abby. 

We have one refleaion more to-make, before we conclude, that is, that 
this Decree of our Holy Father Pope Innocene the Eleventh, could never 
have been granted at any time, wherein it could have beer more neceſſary 
and acceptable to the Do of France than at prefent ; conſidering the 
tri& proceſs on foot in this Ki againſt a certain fort of Offenders, 
diſcovered there of late in great Numbers. 

The News books of France have for theſe many Monerhs together in- 
form'd us of little elſe, rhan the daily Impriſonment of very many Perſons 
of both Sexes ; of al ſorts of conditions; hut «ſpecially of Wamen of guod 
Quality ; for the Fryal of which guilty Perſons, the moſt Chriftian King 
hath inſtituted on purpoſe a of Juſtice inthe Grand Magazine of 
Pars. All of them are accuſed, eithes of rhe Crime of Poyſoning, or that 
of ing Abortmene : now whoſoever ſhalt lend' ar eye to ſome of 
thoſe Propoſitions, condemn'd by this Decrec'of Pope [wnocesr the'Eleventh ; 
will withour doubt eaſily judge, that — more- advamagiouſ]y 
ſecond the care, the Frexch King takes to purge his Kingdom of ſuch hainous 
murtherers ; than the lare cenſure'sf thele -Ptbpoſirions : we need bur 
read them ro make us underſtand, 'that for certain they have cither been 
the faral ſeeds, from whence thoſe hoyvible corruptions'have ſprung ; or that 
at the leaſt, they have very much contributed to their encouragertient and 
juſtification? for whet greater temptation could/ happen to thoſe who were 
already evilly diſpoſe; rthanto lewrrby rhe maxims of theſe new Caſuiſts, 
that theſe very Crimes-were no (ins;'-of at the leaſt, not ſuch, as ought to be 
looked*upon with any great averſion? | | 1411 345 

For not to rev wich 1 3,14,and 1 5, Propoſitions,in-whick iris atlowed to

Secondly, That whoſoever make choice of that body for their guides,muſt 
either know them no further than their plauſible outſide, which they can 
ſuit to all humors ; ( whichpratice gave occaſion to a Renowned Father of 
theirs ( _ an Oration at Pars 1n commendation of their Society ) to 
draw this concluſion, ado ut vere ditti fimws, Tales quales 3 and to Alexander 
Hayes a Scotch Jeſuit frequently to repeat this ſaying, Feſuir« eſt omnis bomo: ) 
or that they are ſupinely careleſs of their Salvation : not uſing ſo much dili- 

ence in chuſing a ghoſtly father, as they would doin chuſing a Lawyer or 
Phyſician.

thoſe that would be ſaved : whence it is evident what fatal deluſions their 
unwaty followers _ their dear ſouls unto, whilſt they derive their ſpiri- 
tual guidance and inſtruction, from Teachers, and Books, (o fertil with va- 
riety of damnin ſons. 

In fine, dear Reader, you have here met with Wolves in Sheeps clothing ; 
the forerunners of Antichriſt ; and the declared enemies of truth and juſtice : 
If their infeion hath not quite ſhut thy eyes and ears to all wholſom 
advice ; ifthou haſt any ſpark of ſurviving zeal for thy Redeemers honour ; 
and the Sacred truth he taught us, or the leaſt regard and obedience tothe 
Commands of the Supreme viſible Paſtor of Gods Church ; vouchſafe to 
contribute thy timely endeavours, to obſtru& the progreſs of iniquity ; leſt 
masked hypocriſie inſenſibly ſeduce the world to perdition. There is no 
Chriſtian can ſtand neuter in this common, Cauſe; we have all ſworn in 
our Baptiſm to pull down Satans Empire. Sothat to ſuffer thoſe abominable 
maxims totake root, and ſpread by an unconcerned connivance, is to retf- 
der our ſelves guilty of patronizing worſe Idolatries, than ignorant Pags- 
niſm ever committed : But in the execution of this duty, our Charity reach- 
eth the Jeſuits too, and intends their correction, as well as the peoples 
caution ; rhe common tye of Chriſtianity obliging us to pity their ſcared 
Conſciences ; and to offer our devouteſt prayers, that Gods powerful 
Grace may redeem their hearts, from the inſlaving Inchantments of Riches 
and worldly grandeurs ; and convert. their ambitious deſigns, into an 
equal zeal to promote Chriſtian truth, Solid piety, and their own repen- 
tance.
